Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Swallow Mj Squirt 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD was submitted by the Department of Internal Affairs for a classification to be made on 
the disc. The DVD focuses on the explicit depiction of sex between consenting adults, with an 
almost exclusive focus on women "ejaculating" during sexual activity. Although the participants 
refer to this activity as "squirting", the copious amounts of fluid which are ejected from the 
women's genital regions indicate that this is urine. The average viewer would regard what is 
happening in these scenes as urination, and therefore the publication promotes and supports the 
use of urine in association with sexual conduct as laid out under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. 

Excisions to this publication are not practical, as this activity occurs with such frequency 
throughout every component of the DVD that little material would be left intact. The publication 
is therefore classified as objectionable. The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act has been applied when 
considering this publication. The classification interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) are 
deemed to be objectionable. 
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
